BACK TO THE NORMAL |

WHEAT AND CORN FEEL EFFECTS
OF BETTER CROP PROSPECTS,

All Grain at Chieago Yesterday Closed
at a Decline with Provisions

Practically Unchanged.

CHICAGQ, July 21l.—Corn hesitated in its

sensational advance to-day and was Ilc
lower at the finish. Good rains in the corn
belt and the prospect of more caused the
decline. Wheat was weak, influenced by
corn and heavy receipts, and closed with a
loss of %e. Oats closed 1c lower, and pro-
visions with but little change.

In wheat there was an active trade dur-

ing the early hours, but later the market
became rather quiet. The feeling displayed
was weaker, Opening trades were at ilge
for September, a 5@ 7sc decline, and, after
selling off a fraction more, advancad e,
then broke 13&e, rallied 3gc, changed Some
and closed with September at 53%c. The
weak opening was influenced by the break
in corn and the rains, the crowd selling
freely, and the market became oversold, a
few buying orders starting the shorts to
covering, which caused the early advance,
There were fresh lines put out on the rally.
The liberal movement at winter wheat
points and big receipts in the Northwest,
being over twice as large as a year ago
at Minneapolis and Duluth, acted as de-
pressing factors. ‘The elevator Interests
were selling both September and Decem-
ber more freely. Another bearish featurs
was the chartering of two cargoes of wheat
at Toledo for this market—about 200,000 bu
—and there was also talk of bringing
wheat here from Detroit, but this lacked
confirmation. Cables were firmer, but only

responded to the advance here yesterday.

The principal bullish factors of the day
were heavy exports, the total clearances ol
wheat and flour footing up 64500 bu, of
which 235,000 bu was in Hour.

There was less excitement in corn and
not so much anxiety displayed, the situa-
tion becoming more settled, Influenced by
better prospects for the crop. Outside
buying orders were much lesa numerous,
but on the contrary a good deal of selling
was done for the country. The. general
tone was easier, and lower prices iuled
from the start. The weaker feeling was
attributed to the rains. The market opened
with a considerable nervousness, wita
tradas, at 1Y@ 1%c decline, at 451 c for Sep-
tember, and gra.l.luall{ rallied 1%4c for Sep-
tember and 1lc for May, worked back 1w
134c, ruled steadier, and closed with Sep-
tember at 4%c¢. Local longs were more in-
clined to taks profits, and rather more
disposition on the part of professionals to
sell, the impression being more general
that the crop will be an average one, with
the yield in some States offsetting the de-
ficiency in others. _
